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The second conference on electronic information handling vdll be held on 
Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, 12, 13 and 14 April 1967. These dates 
were selected in an attenpt to avoid overlap with other symposia of related 
interest. 

The objective of this conference is to promote information exchange and to 
stimulate interest in testing and evaluation of information handling sys¬ 
tems. The program will treat such topics as design vs. evaluation of 
information systems, review of the status of testing and evaluation, current 
research on efficiency and effectiveness in document handling, time—shared 
computer systems, intelligence systems, command and control systems, and 
the needs and directions for further research in testing and evaluation. 

The interest in and research conducted by a variety of organizations supports 
the fact that testing and evaluation is a difficult problem in the forefront 
of information handling technology. It is, therefore, appropriate that the 
conference should be sponsored by university, government and industrial 
interests.
